On behalf of the Alaska State Troopers, welcome to Alaska! 


We have published this brochure to advise you where you can find the 
location and phone numbers of police and hospitals in Alaska as well 
as some safety tips to make your Alaskan driving more enjoyable and 
accident free. 


To insure that your visit to Alaska is as pleasant as possible, you 
should be aware of the primary causes of accidents in our State. They 
are speeding, drunk driving, improper lane usage and following too 
close. 


National studies have indicated that speed is one of our major causes 
of accidents which nationally has prompted the mandatory 55 mile per 
hour speed law. Alaska is a strong proponent of the 55 mile per hour 
speed law and the State Troopers enforce this law vigorously. 


Another major cause of accidents is alcohol and unfortunately, Alaskans 
have a very high consumption rate. Accordingly, State Troopers give 
high priority to the intoxicated driver and in Alaska intoxicated drivers 


go to gail. 


We recommend that you always drive defensively. Think and plan ahead to 
avoid accidents.

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One of the major law enforcement Divisions in the Department of Public 
Safety is the Alaska State Troopers. The Alaska State Troopers were 
originally organized in 1941 as the Alaska Highway Patrol. 


In 1953, the territorial legislature created the Alaska Territorial Police 
and gave it broad powers over all criminal matters as well as the very 
important task of traffic control. 


With the advent of Statehood in 1959, the designation was changed to Alaska 
State Police, a Division of Public Safety. 
The name of the organization was changed to Alaska State Troopers in 1967. 


There are approximately 277 commissioned personnel providing full law 
enforcement services to all areas of the State. The Division is comprised 
of small "Posts" assigned to seven geographic headquarter Detachments.

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DRIVING TIPS 


This pamphlet has been especially designed for you, the ALASKAN MOTORIST. It 
tells you what to do if you are the first arrival at the scene of an accident 
and whom to call. Never try to handle an emergenty situation by yourself... 
get professional help and give them as much information as possible so they 
can determine the necessary action. Remember, call the authorities first - 
then do whatever is necessary to help alleviate some of the immediate problem. 


By keeping this pamphlet in the glove compartment of your car for easy refer- 
ence, you will be better prepared to respond quickly in an emergency situation 
thereby eliminating panic and confusion. Often times, knowing exactly whom to 
call on a moment's notice can save lives and prevent further property damage. 


IF YOU ARRIVE FIRST AT AN ACCIDENT, PREVENT A SECOND ACCIDENT: Pull completely 
off the road. Turn on your flashers. 


Attend first to anyone who is not breathing or has severe bleeding. Keep calm - 
most accidents are not as bad as they look. The law demands that you DO NOT 
LEAVE the scene of an accident except as necessary to get help. 


GET HELP: Immediately notify the police or ask the next person who stops to 
phone for police and ambulance. Ask others to warn approaching traffic. 


TO REDUCE FIRE HAZARD turn off ignition of wrecked autos. Keep smokers away. 


DON'T MOVE THE INJURED! Unless they are in a burning car or other immediate 
danger. Unnecessary moving often complicates injuries. 


SEARCH AREA FOR VICTIMS thrown from vehicle and hidden in the underbrush. 
TRAFFIC SAFETY EMERGENCY LAWS 


Under Alaska law (AS 28.35.060) the following applies to all operators of a 
vehicle involved in an accident: 


° As an operator of a vehicle involved in an accident, whether it results 
in bodily injury or property damage, you must render assistance. Failure 
to do so may result in: (a) $500 fine and/or one year imprisonment; or 
(b) not more than 10 years imprisonment and not more than $10,000 in fines. 


The Good Samaritan Act (AS 09.65.090) protects a person who assists volun- 
tarily and without expectation to receive compensation for services rendered 
(at the scene of an accident or similar situation) and cannot be held liable. 
Civil damages, however, may be assessed if you are negligent or any miscon- 
duct on your part is proven.

When planning a trip for an extensive period of time or for long distances, 
check the above list and see whether or not you are properly equipped. There 
may be other items you can add to your own list depending on the time of year 
or type of trip you have planned. 


Critical cases which require immediate first aid are severe bleeding, breath 
stoppage, poisoning and shock. Whenever a victim has been involved in a car 
accident and has sustained severe injuries, use great caution. Stop the bleeding 
first before removal from entanglement. Plan how you will free the person from 
the problem area. Make your decision first as to what you will do with the in- 
jured person BEFORE you do anything at all. After you know what your plan is, 
then proceed with the extrication and not before. 


Below are some guidelines you may wish to refer to; but, again, we presume that 
you are learning first aid methods from professional sources rather than from this 


chart.

USE CAUTION WITH INJURED PERSONS 


Apply the Triage Principle: Check if person(s) is dead or in dying condition. 
Persons seriously injured need immediate care; use first aid methods wherever 
possible, then attend to non-seriously injured. Check the victims for breath 
stoppage, severe bleeding, poisoning, and shock. Unless absolutely necessary, 
refrain from moving injured persons as you may do more damage than good. The 
only time you should consider moving an injured person is when life-threatening 
dangers exist - such as expolsives, dangerous fumes or fire. If you must leave 
the scene of an accident in order to procure help, instill confidence in the 
injured people by assuring them of your need to seek additional help and then 
return as quickly as possible.

MOTOR VEHICLE POINTS TO REMEMBER THAT WILL SAVE YOU TIME AND MONEY: 


A tourist can only operate a motor vehicle in Alaska for 90 days before he is 
required to obtain an Alaska Driver's License.

To operate a motorcycle you must have a valid Driver's License with motor- 
cycle endorsement or a special motorcycle license. 


If you are involved in a vehicle accident and property damage is $500 or 
more or there is any personal injury or fatality, you must report the 
accident to the police immediately. If investigated by the police, you 
need not submit a police report as they will submit one for you. 


If you are involved in a vehicle accident where property damage is under 
$500 with no personal injury or fatality, you need not report the accident 
to the police but a report of the accident must be sent to the Department 
of Public Safety, Pouch N, Juneau, Alaska, 99811. 


Always carry your Driver's License when operating a vehicle and display it 
upon request of any police officer. 


It is necessary to carry liability insurance to avoid possible action against 
your driving privilege should you be involved in any manner in a motor vehicle 
accident. 


Proof of financial responsibility will be required if you are uninsured and 
involved in an accident or if you have been convicted of certain traffic offenses. 


NEVER buy a used vehicle unless the seller gives you the vehicle title released 
by the owner shown on the title and the current registration. 


ALWAYS keep your vehicle title in a safe place and deliver it to the buyer at 
the time of sale along with the current registration. 


ALWAYS notify the "Division of Motor Vehicles" by mail of your sale of a 
vehicle and release of title to a buyer immediately after a sale. 


ALWAYS keep your current registration with you or in your vehicle and always 
display it to a police officer upon request. 


ALWAYS make sure that the “dealer" you buy a vehicle from is registered in 
Alaska. 


ALWAYS contact the Division of Motor Vehicles for information before you buy 
a vehicle outside Alaska. 


ALWAYS contact the Division of Motor Vehicles if you are not positive of Alaska 
Motor Vehicle Laws and regulations before you "make the deal". 


ALWAYS use certified mail when mailing vehicie ownership documents. 


ALWAYS make application for title and registration immediately after purchase 
of a new or used vehicle. 


ALWAYS make application for change of address if you have moved or changed address. 


PROFILE OF AN ACCIDENT 


In the year of 1977 across the State of Alaska there were 15,087 accidents 
which injured 5,086 and killed 137 individuals. With a dollar loss of over 
22 million dollars in property damage alone. 


Of these accidents, 12% showed alcohol/drugs as one of the contributing 
factors. Yet alcohol/drugs accounted for 20% of all the accidents which 
involved injuries and 56% of the accidents in which people were killed. 


Using the same data, Unsafe Speed accounted for 20% of the total accidents, 
Unsafe Speed caused 8% of the injury type accident. Unsafe Speed also showed 
as a factor in some 50.4% of the fatal accidents. 


Our driving (licensed) population in 1977 was almost 300 thousand. When we 
break them into age groups, the largest group was between the ages of 20-24, 
and represented 18% of the total driving population. This age group was 
involved in 19% of all the traffic accidents, 27.4% of all the injury accidents 
and 27.5% of all the traffic fatalities. This age group also had the highest 
number of accidents which involved alcohol. Most of these accidents happened 
between the hours of 11 p.m. and 4 a.m., on Friday and Saturday. 


To address these causes the Highway Safety Planning Agency works with all forms 
of government agencies and private industry to bring about changes in the three 
main areas of traffic accident causations, the driver, the vehicle and the road- 
way. 


The Alaska State Troopers are there to help you by enforcing those laws which 
impact accident causes, as well as to be of assistance when needed. 
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
